went through some time ago, but with thi* ex-j 
ception—Cleveland has a City Council that de-| 
termined it would look into the matter carefully, 
and'not simply follow the bidding of the Gas 
.Company. 
The*Elyria Council raised the gas rate and 


then attached an emergency clause so to pre- 
vent the people from voting on the matter. 


The Cleveland Council appointed an expert 


to investigate the gas situation, and several of I 
the municipalities of Cuyahoga county contrib- 
uted to the expense of this investigation, aggre- 
gating to some $15,000, and the report hab just 
been made. 


The report finds that the Gas Companies 


supplying Cleveland with their gas are branches 
and subsidiaries of the Standard Oil Company. 
In reality all of these main Gas Companies are 
parts of the same general organization. They
